Rifts among the great may exist without 


even being suspected. Sometimes, as in the 
Jackson-Black dispute, they come into public 
notice at the time. Sometimes, however, 
they are brought to light many years later. 
One such has now been revealed by Josephus 
Daniels, secretary of the navy under Presi- 
dent 
V.'ilson, 
in 
his 
newly 
published 


reminiscences of World War I. It contains 
a scathing letter written to Daniels by Sec- 
retary of War Newton D. Baker, revealing 
his unsuspected antipathy to President Wil- 
son's close friend and adviser, Col. Edward 
M. House. 


"I never met House more than two or 


three times," this letter of several years later 
runs, "which may be counted as one more in- 
stance of the general good fortune which has 
characterized my life." He resented a ten- 
dency which he detected in House to claim 
credit for all good things, and especially for 
all Wilson's decisions. 


This hostility may be partly due to the un- 


avoidable tendency of a presidential adviser 
with no fixed duties to get involved in de- 
partment matters and thus offend the cab- 
inet member in charge. More than ordinary 
tact is required to head off an eventual ex- 
plosion. This tact was thought to be House's 
supreme talent. The Baker letter shows that 
it did not always work. 


STILL PEARL HARBORING 


The Congressional Pearl Harbor investi- 


gating committee nas just received its fourth 
extension of life, this time until July 10. It 
conies because a navy captain who was an 
aide of Admiral Harold R. Clark, Chief of 
Naval Operations, has announced that he 
now remembers that the admiral had a 
telephone 
conversation 
with 
President 


Roosevelt the night before Pearl Harbor. 
He is not positive that the President was on 
the other end of the line, but is pretty sure 
of it. Nor does he know what was said. So 
the committee, which had long since ceased 
to develop anything important and was pre- 
paring to wind up, starts again. 


No wonder Representative Frank B. Keefe 


of Wisconsin, a member of the committee, 
feds "compelled to object to any further 
repetitious testimony, since it would estab- 
lish a precedent which would clearly offer 
the opportunity for my colleague, Mr. Brow- 
ster, or Senator Ferguson or somebody else, 
to plague the committee with offers of tes- 
timony that will continue this thing on and 
on." Mr. Keefe, Senators Ralph Brewster of 
Maine and Homer Ferguson of Michigan, are 
all Republicans, so no party bias enters into 
this complaint. 


The Pearl Harbor committee clearly es- 


tablished that while war was expected with 
Japan, the general view was that it would 
begin not in Hawaii but in Siam or Malaya. 
Also that the United States made every ef- 
fort to avoid war without abandoning its 
support to China or its own self-respect. It 
tended to confirm the impression of laxity 
on the part of Admiral Kimmel and Gen.

DEMOCRATIC DOLDBUMS 


The Democrats in New York had expected, with 


their C.I.O.-P.A.C. allies, to nominate Senator 
James Mead ?s Governor and to win. They now 
have no expec.'ation of winning. They had hoped 
lo nominate former Governor Lehman for the 
United States Senate to win. Nobody, not even 
Democrats, now believes that Lehman can win. 
The Republicans for years peddled the Senatorial 
nomination to lose, with few takers; now there i* 
a full field of candidates, including General Dono- 
van of the Cloak and Dagger OSS, who might even 
get it although it is difficult to explain why.

In Pennslyvania, it is generally conceded that a 
Republican victory is inevitable.

of the C.I.O.-P.A.C. in California, their poor show- 
ing in the big stei-1 city of Birmingham, Ala., into 
v.iiu.ii ti».> IJULUL-U uige bums ol money, the Butler 
victory in .Nebraska, the generally assumed re- 
nomination of Senator Shipstead in Minnesota, the 
prospective election to the Senate of Governor 
Bricker from Ohio, and the return of the La Fol- 
lettes to the Republican fold, give heart to Repub- 
lican consrrvaties that the New Deal trend has 
reached its turning point. 


Much of this is the accomplishment of Harry 


Truman, who, while accepted as sincere, is none- 
theless regarded as confused. 
More of it is due 


to post-war disappointments with the conduct of 
foreign policy; the exposure of Roosevelt duplicity 
at the Teheran and Yalta Conferences; the in- 
ability of this Administration to check Soviet im- 
perialism, and paradoxically, the establishment of 
the Anglo-American Alliance de facto without the 
consent of American public opinion: the pouring of 
the national substance down the drainhole of un- 
repayahle loans; the brutal treatment of displaced 
persons, even of our former allies; the endless talk- 
talk at UN and the curious behavior of its per- 
sonnel who, while guests in our country, make de- 
mands as though by some right. All this, and even 
more, the overtone of a war that continues a year 
after its end, with our sons still overseas and more 
to be conscripted,, causes the country to wonder 
if any intelligence directs our foreign policy or 
whether it is daily improvised, without plan or pur- 
posl] ^nio^t if* iodine inoyn th^ c^untr" ir distress 
and bafflement.

SOLDIERS' HEART 


In World Wars I and II, a large number of our 


armed forces developed what is called soldiers' 
heart, disordered heart action, effort syndrome and 
other names. It is caused by emotional disturbances 
which upset the heart, bloodvessels, digestion and 
ollHT body processes. 


In .loumiil of Royal Naval Medical Services Dr 


J. K. l-orbi's. defines oll'ort syndrome as a group of 
symptoms, particularly in heart and lungs, produced 
by slight exertion in individuals in whom no evi- 
dence of organic disease can be found. In the armed 
forces it has been found that in many of these in- 
dividuals these symptoms had always been present 
and in others the military life had "produced them 


The commonest symptoms present in these indi- 


viduals who really suffer, do.-spite the fact that the 
aisease is not organic are, hreathlessncss exhaus- 
tion, trembling, dizziness, heart palpitations and 
pain under breasi bone. While the physical exam- 
ination of those- individuals fails to find organic dis- 
cnsp it docs find emotional disturbances of the cen- 
tral nervous system as shown by rapid heart bear 
trembling of hands and tongue, fluttering of closed 
eyelids, dilation of the pupils and excessive per- 
spiration of armpits, hands and feet.
